“Is there likely to be a premium 
for malting barley next year?” 
“What variety shall I sow to gain 
this premium?” 

Many farmers are now asking 
themselves these questions. No one, 
of course, cam forcast future prices 
or future premiums, but good malt- 
ing barley will certainly always com- 
mand a higher price than feed bar- 
ley. 

The Natioual Barley Committee, 
which represents the most skilled 
scientific agriculturists dealing with 
the barley problem, recently recom- 
mended that only O.A.C. 21 or Men- 
sury Ottawa 60 should, for this year, 
be eligible for malting premiums. 

This really means that a prairie 
farmer perhaps had better confine 
himself for the time being to O.A.C. 
21, for the reason that a considerabla 
quantity: of high quality registered 
first and second generation O.A.C, 21 
is in the west, easily available, at 
moderate prices, to those who desire 
to improve their barley crops. 

To procure malting ‘barley it is 
necessary to seed early on good clean 
land; barley is often grown, because 
it is early, on stubble, as a cleaning 
crop to get 1id of weeds, This 
proctice would ruin malting barley. 

The growing of malting barley is 
really a specialty, just as is thje pro- 
duetion of high quality wheat. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Broomhall increases 
estimated importers’ requirements. 
Cold dry weather reduces European 
crop pospects. North African barley 
‘deteriorates . Rains hamper picking 
atid movement of Argentine corn. 
Drought damages German, Austrain 
and Balkan fruit crops.

Biting The Hand 
There will be few Canadians, in Eastern Canada as well as in the West, 
who will quarrel with the suggestion that some means should be found or 
devised to prevent people who have amassed great wealth in Canada from 
escaping taxation and succession duties by moving to other countries, 

There is no sugestion, of course, that the super wealthy should be pro-| 
hibited from leaving Canada to reside elsewhere should they choose to do} 
80, but it is proposed that some measures should be enacted to require these 
people to contribute their just share towards the cost of government of the 
country which has made their wealth possible. 

* “ * * 
Evading Obligations 

The discovery that there are people who have made considerable wealth 
in this country and are seeking to avoid their obligations by retiring else- 
where and taking their wealth with them was revealed during discussions | 
in the House of Comomns, during which debate the suggestion was made 
that something should be done to prevent this evasion. 

As the Editor of the Western Retailer, official organ of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association in the prairie provinces said in the March issue: 
“Taxpayers must have been interested when attention was called in the 
Federal Hovse to the fact that a number of Canada’s super wealthy were 
leaving Canada to reside in the West Indies—to enjoy the climate, the 
scenery, and quite incidentally, to escape taxation. There was a request 
for legislation to make it impossible for migrants of this kind to escape 
taxation. No doubt that phase of the subject will be considered further. 

As the same writer appropriately comments: “The question as to who 
should pay the most taxes arises. Surely the super rich should not be 
evaders. There are many such in Canada and in the U.S.A. who could pay 
half their income in taxes and still be unable to spend the other half, Yet 
recent disclosures have shown that they are the very people who, under 
skilled and no doubt highly paid advice, do evade taxation, succession duties 
and so forth.” 

* 
Hard On Poorer Taxpayers 

It is bad enough for the Dominion and the Provinces to have to lose 
their rightful and legal income from such sources, but what is worse is the 
fact that the delinquency of the rich, who by such means escape their obli- 
gations, entails severe loss upon the remaining and necessarily poorer tax- 
payers who are obliged to remain in the country and who can ill afford such 
additional burden. 

The principal point is that those who have become wealthy because of 
the facilities and opportunities afforded them by the country of their 
nativity or adoption, as the case may he, have a moral obligation to assist 
in supporting that country and the people—their neighbors—who have 
assisted them in creating a fortune for themselves and their families. If 
they choose to elude this obligation it is not going too far to say that they 
are willing to bite the hand that fed them,

As the Western Retailer says: “It is disheartening to the struggling 
business taxpayer to read of these things, knowing that he must pay for 
their evasions, The wealthier a man is, the greater his responsibilities are 
and the finer and cleaner the example he should set for the rest.

Annually | 
there is damage estimated at $500,-; 
000 from fishing nets dragged along 
the ocean bottom by steam trawlers. 

The Lord Kelvin, a 2,641-ton ves-| 
sel with a speed of about 12 knots,| 
took on board the worlds longest; 
chain, comprising 12,500 nickel-stesl 
links, each weighing over three 
pounds.
